NAVY TO USE SAN DIEGO. — 


COALING STATION OF THE SECUNO 
_ CLASS TO BE ESTABLISUED.

WASHINGTON, June 16.—The Navy 
Department has decided to establish 
& coaling station of the second class 
at San Diego, Cal. This decision has 
been reached upon a report from Capt.

The 
surprising thing in this connection is 
that the right under consideration 
should ever have been disputed. Un- 
less it can be shown to have’ been 
inspired by malicious motives and to 
be onciiable with the truth, a dra- 
matic criticism is very obviously in 
the nature of a privileged communi- 
cation. It is proper and necessary that 
the drama, which so intimately con- 
cerns the welfare of the public, should 
be subject to the criticism of the press, 
and, while that criticism occasionally 
transcends the bounds of justice and 
propriety, In the great majority of in- 
stances it errs rather on the side of 
lenity than on that of severity. Dra- 
matic criticism is chiefly censurable 
for its good-natured indulgence, and 
for its failure to indicate what is cul- 
pable or unworthy. It is very, very 
seldom that an appeal is justified for 
the intervention of the court. It 

pens still more infrequently that such 
intervention is elicited or is of any 
advantage.” 


Henry Miller has a well-defined and 
comprehensive view of, the theatrical 
business, as associated’ with dramatic 
art.

“Theaters—that is, the of 
them—is much like keeping shop. 
Your average manager doesn't care a 
picayune for art. What he wants is 
to give the people the sort of 
that he thinks they want.

One manager 
puts on a costume play, and it makes 
a hit. ‘Oh,’ cry the managers, ‘what 
the people want are costume plays’— 
and we have a deluge of them. Does 
a romantic drama lo! a full 
score of others foll.w in tts train. Is 
one war play successful—and behold, 
you hear the martial beat of drums on 
the st for a couple of years after- 
ward. en comes surfeit, and its in- 
evitable concomitant—a change. 
reminds me that about ten years ago 
the stage seemed to be in the throes 
of the inane farce-comedy. People held 
up their hands in horror and murmured 
to each other: “What is the poor, de- 
— stage coming to?’ But they 
orgot one very vital point, and that 
is thise—no matter how semingly de- 
praved the pop\'ar taste, there a'ways 
remains a gocily quantity of people— 
the judicious few, if you will—who will 
patronize what is , true and whole- 
some on the stage—people who seek the 
elevating influence of the theater and 
who have no time for the meretricious 
or the salacious. In every community 
this judicious few obtains—and no 
good, wholesome play, no actor nor 
actrees of ability but will be accorded 
due recornition, no matter how great 
the mead of transient patronage that 
the unthinking may bestow on the 
froth of the stage. Thus Irving and 
Melba are always sure .of their fol- 
lowing, no matter what the fashion in 
plays or how crowded the other thea- 
ters.”
